At another time ho stated that his home waa 
oaar FEANKFUHT. WUBLld.S told Ba.JO -X)i^Sia that aha did not ^ieaire 
to laave her family and hnoie in STkAUBING and said he 

would make a full report of their vlait, but did not say to whom he 
would make the report. Following their conversation BR/OZOm: 3CI de- 
parted from reaidenoe and ahe stated that she has neither 

seen nor heard from BR'OZO)YSKI ainoe 29 ^une 1951* (F-3) 



BOklBUkS described BRZ02;av3Kl aa being about 5*5** in 
height, slender build, light blond wavy hair, pale face, and 
alightly orosa-eyed. BR’ZOi'iOVYSKI was attired in a c^ey suit, brown 
hat and a beige gabardine top coat. BOkBLIi!:s stated that 
Bil7X)2X)\iSKl arrived at, and departed from her rasidenoe on foot and 
ha did not mention whether or not ho owned an automobile.

If raferenoa to the conversation between and BRZOZCV?sKI. The 

letter stated that BO’^CBLISS had shown interest in the off4r made 
by BRZOZOWaKI and ebould abe dasire to coma to BKIILIN to dlaouas 
all datail.a, ooonaroial air transportation would ba provided for tba 
trip to and from BSIRLIN. (T-^)
